DO FISH THINK? 


A 


SALMON frequently travels 2000 miles to 
its favorite spawning grounds, says G. T. 


Halferty, member of a packing company in 
Seattle. 


This makes you wonder: 
Can a fish 


think? 
Does it have memo-y and other forms 


of intelligence? If not, how does it remember 
the way back to its home -000 miles away? 


Indians claim that cer.aiu species of game 


fish—bass, salmon, trout, dore and nuiskel- 
lunge—decidedly have Intelligence, that they 
become used to any artificial bait'and warm 
the other fishes. This makes a change of baits 
necessary every few years. 


Scientists laugh at that. 
They explain 


the 2000-mile trip of ocean 
salmon 
by at- 


tributing it to instinct—that peculiar natural 
force that produces involuntary action, with- 
out reasoning. Sit on a hot stove or tack. In- 
stinct will guide you. 


The salmon is said to have that most pow- 


erful eyesight known in animal life—about 100 
times as powerful as human eyes. Its memory 
may be its photographic eyes, doubling over- 
landmarks like a movie film run backwards. 
A 


STRANGE thing has recently taken place 


in Canadian lakes. The salmon trout, 


an inhabitant of deep water, frequently caught 
only at a'depth of 450 feet, has moved up to 


• shallow -waters for the fall spawning. 


The eggs wouldn't hatch in the cold, deep 


•waters. Does the salmon trout know it? No. 
When spawning season comes, nature develops 
yellow parasites—about a quarter of an inch 
long—on the salmon's sides. 


• To rub these parasites off, the fish seeks 


the gravel found only in shallow water. Eggs 
are squeezed out as the fish rubs over the 
gravel beds. 


Science has not yet explained how the 


salmon trout knows that it can get rid of its 
living barnacles by rubbing gravel.

ADVANCE OF JAPANESE 
U 


NTIL 1854, Japan was isolated, refusing 
to have anything to do with other coun- 


tries. Then Commodore Perry unlocked the 
doors. In I860, Japan sent to Washington its 
first commercial and political delegation, in 
gaudy oriental robes. 


President Buchanan, who received 
the 


delegation, would have heart 
failure if he 


could come to life and see the Japanese at the 
arms-limitation conference—silk ha'ts, stenog- 
raphers, battleships and other accoutrements 
of "civilization." Buchanan 
and Perry cer- 


tainly started something. 


THE FUTURE AIRSHIP 
T 


HE time probably never will come •when 
mankind can dispense with surface vei- 


sels of the sea. It probably will be long, not- 
withstanding international agreements for na- 
val disarmament, before the world can afford 
to scrap ail its ships of war, the Cincinnati En- 
quirer states. But there is reason to believe 
that the readiness of the nations greatly to 
reduce naval forces at this time may have its 
foundation ia the realization that ships of war, 
if not already too vulnerable to airplane attack, 
soon may become so. 


The Washington conference, unless the 


American proposal is to be amended, does not 
contemplate any restriction of airplane devel- 
opment. It probably will not go into the field 
of chemistry, as applied to the development of 
destructive high explosives and poisonous 
gases—the logical weapons of the battle planes 
of the future. What then? 


There is room for thought here, perhaps 


for apprehension. The war plane should eas- 
ily become a nation's chief weapon of defense. -. 
It easily could become a nation's chief weapon 
of offense. 


Airplanes already have crossed the Atlan- 


tic. 
They have crossed continents. It rea- 


sonably is certain that in the not distant fur 
ture they will cross the Pacific. These feats 
accomplished, human genius has only to de- 
velop the machines to the point of battle ef- 
ficiency and we are back again at the old 
starting point. 


A British firm even now is building a very 


Titan of an airplane. It is intended for trans- 
atlantic Uight. It will have a wing spread of 
400 feet, a speed of 130 miles an hour and the 
capacity to carry 150 passengers. Genius and 
money will accomplish this work. Aviation is 
in its youth. It is foolish to say that such 
things cannot be done. Nothing in" this age is 
impossible. If smaller aircraft can negotiate 
the ocean leagues so can larger and potentially 
dangerous craft. The new English craft is ex- 
pected to make the passage from London to 
New York in 24 hours. 


The United States and Britain are little 


likely ever to have another war. 
The two 


countries -are closer together to-day than at 
any time during the past 150 years. Never- 
theless,'airplane development should receive 
equal encouragement and development here as 
in England. 
Airplanes can be rapidly con- 


structed; compared with battleships their cost 
is negligible. England and America' should 
maintain the same relative mastery in the air 
as on the sea. With France and Italy and Bel- 
gium and all other Caucasian lands, they must 
not permit a beautiful altruism to find them 
defenseless in face of a possible racial cata- 
clysm or the surge of a Red revolt from the 
North. 


"At present America is behind all other 


powers in the matter of airplane development. 
America should waken up, or, some day, she 
may go up in the air in another sense of the 
phrase.

for clothing, cannot buy a "whole unit as formerly, but only about 
65% of a unit. 


This is the conspicuous example of price maladjustments be- 


tween the various groups, and until it is corrected recovery in 
business will be retarded.

RAILROADS 


The present position of the railroads is not 


favorable to business. They still have their 
labor problems to solve; they are still talk- 


ing about rate reductions for certain essential commodities, ra- 
ther ,than actually making such reductions. The reduction of 10 
percent on farm products announced a few? days ago will aid ma- 
terially, but other important cuts remain yet to be made. Net 
earnings are unsatisfactory, and so long as the railroads are not 
prospering they will not be buying supplies nor employing labor 
in anything like normal quantities. The roads need more traffic, 
ana iae rate-cuts already made and impending should stimulate 
movement of traffic.

East, conditions are tighter in the West Call 


• money rates in the East have been ranging 


under the 5 percent level, while in the time money market brok- 
ers have.reached a point where they are bidding only 5 percent 
for the accommodations that they want, while the offering rats 
is 5 1-4 percent. Bank clearances are increasing, and compila- 
tions published by the Commercial and Financial Chronicle show 
that during the week preceding Airaistice -week, the total of bank 
operations-was on the increase. The two holidays during Armis- 
tice week naturally brought the totals to considerably lower lev- 
els.
